ANOTHr.Il FLOOD. 


TnoT, N. Y., Aug. 28.—A cloud-burst 


on the Berlin mount*ins yesterday fore- 
noon, between 3 and 4 o'clock, sent a 
flood down apon the towns of Sand 
Lake, Petersburg, Berlin aud Poesten- 
kill and caused damage which is vari- 
ovsly ee limited at from one-quarter to a 
half million dollars. 


Tho lioosio river caught the force of 


the cloud barat, and the 
Lebanon 


Springs railroad is washed out from the 
yards ot the company at Poteraburgh to 
Berlin dirootly east, and where the 
railroad breaks had been between 
Poterabnrgh junction and the vil age of 
PetorBburgh the Eoosio river IB running 
like a mill race, and the tracks are in 
many pUoea washed away. All the toil- 
roitd bridges in Berlin and Feteraburgh 
are gone, and several houses in the lat- 
ter village are partially turned over. 
The wires are all down and communica- 
tion is out off, but it ia thought that the 
shirt factory at Peteraburgu is wrecked, 
aa the river ia filled with debris of that 
character. It ia thought now at least a 
week will elopaa before the Lebanon 
Springs road can resume operations.

Experienced persons 


say that tho rye nkosn will merely have 
the effect of enriching a few dealers who 
are holding grain for famine pricea. 
That severe diatrens esieits among the 
peasants is every day becoming general. 
Along the Volga, hitherto prosperous, 
German colonists aro now in severe 
strains for food. At Vitebsk, Dmm- 
berg and other points riots among the 
people to prevent the exportation of 
rye are reported. 


Later advices from Vitebsk, capital of 


the provinces of tho aamo name, indi- 
cate a serious disturbance among the 
peasantry, threatening a general revolt, 
In tho efforts tD prevent thin shipment 
of rye they have not hesitated to attack 
the railway officiate and severely beat 
the Jewish grain speculators who were 
attempting to hurry tho rye out of the 
province. They broke into the railway 
station and private houses, searching 
for fool and plunder, and resisted the 
troops, the commanding officer being 
finally obliged to order his men to fire. 
The result waa that two of tho mob were 
killed and many wounded.
